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Airport cities reach an agreement

A compromise was reached by 
several local mayors and members 
of the Wayne County Airport 
Authority last week regarding a 
new runway. 

A new runway - which would 
have been situated along Eureka 
Road where several businesses 
and homes currently exist — is at 
least eight years in the future, and 
the first part of the plan approved 
by the authority does not have a 
runway in it, said Scott Wintner, 
and spokesman for the authority. 

“We all came to a consensus, 
and we think splitting a plan - 
which was only going to be put into 
place if passenger traffic goes up — 
satisfies everyone involved,” he 
said. 


Romulus Mayor Alan Lambert 
agreed the plan is a good one. 

“We now get to be a part of the 
process, and we didn’t have that 
before,” he said. “The airport will 
have to use current numbers — 
which means that a runway will 
only be built if and when it is need- 
ed, and we’ll have a voice in the 
decision. 

The plan does make it much less 
likely that a runway will be built as 
part of the plan, and if one is need- 
ed, it cannot be built until some- 
time after 2016, and after several 
public hearings have taken place, 
Lambert said. 

The deal divided the controver- 
sial master plan into two airport 
layout plans. The second layout 
plan -known as the “ultimate plan”

The accident occurred at 
Inkster and Northline roads. The 
van driven by Wendy Diebel also 
included Measha, AJ, and her 
other children, Arianna and Mark, 
who attend Romulus High School. 

Arianna and Mark escaped the 
crash with cuts and bruises, but 
the rest of the family wasn’t so 
lucky: Measha and Mark received 


critical wounds and were trans- 
ported to the hospital along with 
their mother, who received sever- 
al broken bones. 

Measha and Mark never recov- 
ered from their injuries, and were 
taken off life support within a 
week of one another, Salhaney 
said. Their organs were donated 
to people in need. 

The children’s father, Mike 
Diebel, was not in the vehicle, but 
is now left behind with the after- 
math of the accident, Salhaney 
said. : 

“T can’t imagine what the family 
is going through right now, and I 
hope the fundraiser can take care 
of some immediate needs,” he 
said. “his family has been uproot- 
ed.”

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Airport police seek new accreditation to save money

Wayne County Airport Police are hoping 
a peer review will help save liability costs 
in the near future. 

The Wayne County Airport Authority 
(WCAA) will undergo a review by other air- 
port police agencies that have achieved 
CALEA (Commission on Accreditation for 
Law Enforcement Agencies) standards in 
an effort to improve processes at the air- 
port, said Scott Wintner, a spokesman for 
the airport authority. 

“The benefit of CALEA accreditation is 
related to liabilities — we hope to be able to 
save on insurance premiums down the line 


when we can show we’ve reached the high- 
est standards possible,” he said. ‘““CALEA 
accreditation is considered a gold stan- 
dard.” 

Attaining CALEA accreditation is a 
process the airport authority police initiat- 
ed in late 2007. Attaining the mark requires 
that airport law enforcement be in compli- 
ance with more than 390 professional stan- 
dards. CALEA accreditation signifies that a 
law enforcement agency is among the top 
performing such organizations in the 
world. . 

As part of the final phase of the accredi- 
tation process, a team of CALEA assessors 
will spend five days examining every 
aspect of WCAA public safety operations. 


Assessors — generally about three repre- 
sentatives from previously certified air- 
ports — will observe WCAA public safety 
personnel, equipment and operating proce- 
dures; interview public safety officers; and 
tour airport facilities and other related 
properties. 

As part of the process, public input 
regarding safety is required. 

The airport police will provide two 
opportunities for the public to submit com- 
ments regarding law enforcement at 
Detroit Metropolitan and Willow Run 
Airports as part of the two-year process to 
attain accreditation. 

From 1-3 p.m. on Aug. 11, assessors will 
make themselves available to members of 


the public by phone. 

Callers will have the opportunity to 
speak with one of the CALEA assessors 
regarding the accreditation process and to 
provide input on WCAA law enforcement. 
Members of the public who wish to partici- 
pate may do so during this two-hour period 
by calling (734) 247-7027. 

Then, at 5 p.m., WCAA will hosts a public 
information session at the Detroit Metro 
Airport Smith Terminal Mezzanine. CALEA 
assessors will also be available to address 
comments and questions from the public.

City estimates indicate the plan 
would effectively reduce the size of 
the City of Romulus by about 7 per- 
cent, and potentially by 3,500 resi- 
dents.

Belleville seeks bond approval

On Tuesday, Belleville residents 
ean head to the polls to cast their 
vote on the $6.5 million Main Street 
bond proposal. 

If approved, the project will go 
out for bid in September with 
Spicer Group engineers for Main 
Street paving, water main, 
streetscape and Liberty Street 
parking lot improvements. 

“The Downtown Development 
Authority (DDA) approved financ- 
ing improvements to the Liberty 
Street parking lot from the $6 mil- 
lion bond proposal. The DDA 
board also voted to commit 
$535,000 of the bond, if approved, to 
pay for new landscaping and light- 
ing, improved traffic circulation 
and a new drainage system for the 
parking lot,” said Carol Thompson, 
administrative coordinator for the 
development group. 
“Improvements for the Liberty 
Street parking lot—located on 
Liberty behind Main Street 
stores— have been discussed at 
public meetings for the past few 
months. Spicer Group is working 
on the plan. 

“If the bond is approved, we go 
out to bid and then we can have the 


actual costs and construction 
schedule,” she added. 

Plans for the Main Street project 
proposed by Walker Development 
were initially unveiled in January, 
and included a potential retail and 
residential development, including 
a 72,000 square foot grocery store 
(Kroger) located off of Main Street 
between Roy’s and Charles streets. 
It also included a new library on 
the ground floor, plus 31,000 square 
feet of retail, residential housing, 
office space, parking and, the elim- 
ination of several downtown build- 
ings, like Chase Bank. 

Downtown business owners 
were concerned about the project 
scheduled to start in May and 
formed a committée to stop the 
bond sale of the development. The 
right of referendum petition was 
submitted with about 450 signa- 
tures and approved in April putting 
it on the August primary ballot. 

Thompson said no bond income 
is budgeted for the Kroger store 
and the downtown redevelopment 
project proposed by Walker 
Development. 

“About $5.8 million is budgeted 
for the water main, road paving 
and streetscape; about $200,000 for 
bond process and the remaining 
almost $500,000 for the Liberty 





Street parking,” said Thompson. 

Development group officials 
said the planning process was start- 
ed by meeting with area business 
owners and residents to.discuss the 
parking lot appearance, drainage 
issues, ice accumulation, traffic, 
accessibility, customer and employ- 
ee safety. The development group 
board reviewed the design options 
and recently instructed Spicer 
Group to move forward with a final 
design, including review by the city 
planner and application to the 
Belleville Planning Commission. 

“These are infrastructure 
improvements within the down- 
town development authority,” said 
Thompson. “We can repay that 
bond and still operate annually. We 
can get the job done and it will last. 

“Doing it this way does not 
increase the cost to taxpayers,” she 
added. 

“Not everyone realizes that the 
water and streets are a city project 
so this will go back to city council if 
it doesn’t pass. The development 
authority and city council hopeful- 
ly support each other and the key is 
rebuilding and moving in a forward 
direction.”

Not only will they elect a new supervisor and treasurer, 
but they'll select new faces for the part-time trustee spot, as 
well.

step in on an FBI case involving a missing 
agent by Assistant Special Agent in Charge 
Dakota Whitney (Amanda Peet). She-¢ajoles 
the two to take on a new X-File because, she 
says, their unique experiences could make 
them the only ones capable of rescuing the 
missing woman. 

A lot has changed since X-Files fans last 
saw Mulder and Scully together in the 2002 
cliffhanger that marked the end of the televi- 
sion series, however. The passage of time has 
inexorably changed both of the former part- 
ners as introspection and the aftereffects of 
their experiences have left them battling 
their own demons. : 

The new case, which involves disgraced 
priest Father Joseph Fitzpatrick Crissman 
Gilly Connolly), ultimately fans the flames of 
the questions and concerns both Mulder and 
Scully have long fought as the film explores 
the ramification of choices and their conse- 





quences, the boundary between science and 


“religion wavers and shifts; and the line= 


between using science for good and for evil is 
tested. 

Those unfamiliar with the characters or 
the series needn’t worry. The new movie, 
which was designed as a thriller as much as 
a science fiction film, was created to stand 
alone so that audiences need not have any 
prior knowledge to be drawn into the story. 

Although it raises some interesting issues, 
the film fails to fully capitalize on two of its 
greatest assets: Duchovny and Anderson. 
Their acting is arguably better than ever and 
both offer stellar performances that far out- 
shine the so-so editing and that is comple- 
mented by amazing cinematography.

»nesses: Unfortunately, the rapid-switehes

Crude and lewd, but surprisingly funny 


Anyone with low expectations for 
the movie Stepbrothers may be sur- 
prised. The movie is surprisingly 
funny. This is the type of movie that 
gets people to laugh by using a ton 
of cussing and bodily fluid jokes. 

Stepbrothers tells the story of 
Brennan (Will Ferrell) and Dale 
(John C. Reilly), two spoiled 40-year- 
olds who still live with their parents. 
Brennan’s mom Nancy (Mary 
Steenbergen) and Dale’s dad 
Robert (Richard Jenkins) meet at a 
conference, fall in love, and get mar- 
ried. Dale and Robert move in with 
Brennan and Nancy, which is when 
the fun begins. 

Brennan and Dale hate each 
other at first. They take every 
opportunity to irritate each other. 
Dale tells Brennan to never touch 
his drum set, which prompts 
Brennan’s immediate attraction to 
the instrument. The two also enjoy 
contriving elaborate practical jokes 
on each other and then beating 
each other up whenever possible. 

The stepbrothers soon find out 
they have more in common then 
they originally thought. They 
become new best friends and even 
attempt to join their beds into a 
bunk bed configuration, because 
they will “have so much more room 
to do activities.” They even go to job 
interviews together (one with a 
guest, appearance by Seth Rogen) 


and want to start a business togeth- 
er. 

Some of the funniest moments in 
the movie come during the music 
video Brennan and Dale create. 
Brennan bursts out singing “Let’s 
Give Them Something to Talk 
About.” The job interview scenes 
will be painfully amusing to many 
audiences, too. 

Stepbrothers had many laugh out 
loud moments. The movie was 
packed with funny lines that people 
will quote long after they leave the 
theater - many of them can’t be 
printed in this review. Ferrell and 
Reilly make a great comedic team 
and play off of each other’s jokes 
really well. Although the jokes in 
the movie are nothing new, they’re 
still side-splittingly funny when

Westland—the host community of the 
Senior Olympics—will have the opening cer- 
emony, 5K run, 10-mile bicycle ride, softball 
throw, ring toss, football throw, Frisbee toss, 
soccer kick and Fun Walk.
